VII Hygiene. The students are examined for the diploma of the National 

Health Society which guarantees such knowledge of Human 
Physiology, Nursing, and “ First Aid,” as will fit the holders to take 
intelligent care of children in health and to give intelligent help in 
sickness ; and will also enable them to teach on the lines on which 
they themselves have been taught. The art of taking walks, hockey, 
Ling’s Swedish Drill, and graceful calisthenic exercises with the ball, 
skipping-rope, etc., are amongst the means of health and happiness 
to the use of which the students are trained. 

VII I. Arts and Crafts. Prominence is given to manual training both for its 
own sake and as giving a just balance to character, and a variety of 
interests in life. Among the subjects taught are cardboard Sloyd 
(Leipsic and Swedish), bookbinding, woodcarving, Japanese paper- 
folding, basket making, bent iron work, leather and brass work, 
needlework, various lace stitches, knitting and netting. Cooking is 
taught so far as to enable the students to teach their pupils to cook. 

The students are trained to carry their pupils through the progressive 
classes of the Parents ’ Review School, which includes in its programme 
Latin, Mathematics, Literature, History, Geography, etc., in addition to 
those subjects indicated above. 

Special opportunities for literary culture are afforded to the students. 

The training course for certificated teachers occupies Two Years. 

Students are not admitted under eighteen. 

The year is divided into three terms, Spring, Summer, and Winter, 
the First, from the middle of January to the middle of April; the Second, 
from the middle of April to the middle of July ; the Third, from the en o 
September to the middle of December. 

There are three vacations, Winter, Easter and Summer. 

Summer vacation is spent by the Students in Probationary teaching. Students 
can, if quite necessary, remain up for the Easter vacation.

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“At my visit, besides inspecting the Handicraft specimens— including 
Aboard sloyd, leatherwork, bookbinding, clay-modelling, needlework, &c., 
C f the children in the practising school, and those of the students, and the 
museum, and noticing the recently-instituted Botanical Garden, in which 
1 t s of various orders are grown in accordance with a scheme arranged 
by the Rev. W. Tuckwell, and besides being entertained by the students 
themselves among other ways, by a little theatrical performance in French, 
hi which their ‘ at-home-ness * with that language was well displayed, I 
systematically heard lessons given by the seventeen students of the second 
year, and also by the several mistresses. The lessons given by the students, 
as ought to be the case, and in accordance with the custom in vogue also 
in the Government Training Colleges, had been chosen and drawn out 
by themselves. Of the three lessons thus drawn out by each student, 
one was given before me. In perusing the notes, I was much pleased to 
notice that, whatever the subject was, true comprehension of principles, 
and the meaning and rationale of processes were throughout given a 
prominent place. I was also glad to see that the children taught were in 
the habit of quite freely asking questions about any part of the lesson they 
had not grasped. It should also be mentioned that there is no stint in 
the provision of illustrative apparatus, and that always of the best that is 
kaown. 

“ Among the mistresses, Miss Sumner gave some information on photo- 
gravures, &c., and then specially directed the attention of the class to the 
subject of the art of Velasquez. The subject belongs to a branch of know- 
ledge of which Miss Sumner has evidently made herself entirely in command, 
and she was able to direct the students* attention to many points suggested 
by the pictures, in such a way as to give them real insight into the art of the 
painter. I afterwards saw the class busily engaged, under her able direction,

On Tuesday, a particularly interesting paper was read by Miss Baird on 
« Brushdrawing.” Specimens of children’s work were shown, including 
nature studies, original designs and original illustrations, the latter being 
particularly striking as showing what great powers of expression and observa- 
tion may be gained when the child’s natural originality and interest in this 


subject is encouiaged in the right way. 

On Wednesday, Miss Parish started a discussion on “ Our Possibilities of 
Expansion,” when the students, remembering their sense of gratitude for 
themselves, considered together the ways in which they might endeavour to 
spread the principles learned at the House of Education to others. Miss 
Parish very wisely reminded us that we must be careful to avoid any confusion 
between our own pet theories, which we may sometimes be tempted to air, 
and Miss Mason’s principles, to which we should endeavour as a duty to 
introduce others.

Classes IV. and III. had geography while Class I. did handicrafts. The 
lessons were most interesting and suggestive. We all look back to the third 
day of the Conference as the best of all, for Miss Mason most kindly attended 
this criticism lesson and gave us a helpful talk about it afterwards. Man) of 
us had not seen her for several years and to see her in her own place m the 
well-remembered class-room was a gi eat joy to us. 

Our Conferee ce being ended we were glad to welcome the kind 
of Miss Mason and Miss Williams to attend some of the Student* causes 
and to “imagine ourselves back again.”

“ Again, an examination of the work sent in for report, as well as of the 
marks awarded by the parents, shows that a most creditable term’s work 
has been done. The papers submitted are in a very decided majority of 
cases carefully and neatly arranged, well written, and clearly indicate that 
the syllabus has been loyally followed, but there is no improvement in the 
nuynber of subjects sent in for examination. 

“ History regains its former position as being the best prepared subject. 
English Grammar and Arithmetic show slight improvement on the whole. 
In Algebra, the few who have attempted the paper have done fairly. In 
Euclid, there are more who have done the propositions well; yet many 
still fail in the proof.

GENERAL ANNUAL REPORT, 

MAY, 1904. 


T T seems but a short time since we were congratulating ourselves 
1 on the progress accomplished by the Parents’ National 
Educational Union in the year 1902, and now another 
anniversary has come round, bringing with it ample evidence 
that our Society is a living organisation. We are glad to think 
that it not only continues to develop from without, but that 
its own members are increasingly conscious of its moral and 
intellectual influence on their work with their children. This 
constantly renewed activity is in a great measure due to the 
initiative of Miss Charlotte Mason, who, in the past year, has 
given us another most useful and original paper. This address 
was read at the Conversazione in June, and was headed by the 
quotation from Bacon’s essays, “ Studies serve for Delight, 
for Ornament and for Ability.”

In so far as we hold and profess what is known as P.N.E.U. thought, 
three duties are before us : (a) To give earnest study to the mastery of the 
principles of our educational philosophy* ; (6) Having mastered these, 

to apply them ; (c) To make them known. Here follows a short summary 
of our principles, but it must be remembered that a knowledge o 
formula is by no means a knowledge of the principles they aim at summi 
up.

7. By “ education is a discipline," we mean the discipline of habits 

formed definitely and thoughtfully, whether habits of mind 
or of body. Physiologists tell us of the adaptation of brain 
structures to habitual lines of thought, i.e., to our habits. 

8. In saying that “ education is a life,” we imply the need of 

intellectual and moral as well as of physical sustenance. 
The mind feeds on ideas ; and, therefore, children should 
have a generous curriculum. 

9. But the mind is not a receptacle into which ideas may be 

dropped, each idea adding to an “apperception mass” of 
its like, the theory on which rests the Herbartian doctrine 
of interest. 

10. We hold, on the contrary, that the child's mind is no mere sac 
to hold ideas, but is rather (if the figure may be allowed) 
a spiritual organism with an appetite for all knowledge. 
This is its proper diet, with which it is prepared to deal ; 
and which it can digest and assimilate as the body does 
foodstuffs. 

This difference is not a verbal quibble. The Herbartian doctrine 
lays the stress of Education (the preparation of knowledge 
in enticing morsels, duly ordered) upon the teacher. 
Children taught on this principle are in danger of receiving 
much teaching with little knowledge ; and the teacher’s 
axiom is “ the thing that matters is not what a child learns 
but how he learns it." 

We, on the contrary, believing that the normal child has powers 
of mind which fit him to deal with all knowledge proper 
to him, give him a full and generous curriculum, taking 
care only that all knowledge offered to him is vital, that is, 
that facts are not presented without their informing ideas. 
Out of this conception comes our principle that, — 

Education is the Science of Relations " ; that is, that a child 
has natural relations with a vast number of things and 
thoughts : so we train him upon physical exercises, nature,

It was apparent, however, upon the face of 
the papers that there had been genuine study of the subjects, and that the 
main lines had been well placed before the students. Many of the answers 
on questions out of the ordinary groove pleased me much by the sure grasp 
of the point and the clear and sensible treatment adopted.”

Examiner’s Report. Easter, 1903. 

The standard of previous examinations has been well maintained, and 
there is some slight improvement in the number of papers sent up for 
examination. Much good work appears to have been done. This is the 
more creditable, seeing that there appears to have been rather more than 
the usual unavoidable interruptions to regular sustained work. A pleasing 
feature is the almost complete absence of absolutely bad papers. 

Bible lessons in all classes are almost without exception either good or 
excellent ; also English History. French History is not so generally good, 
but Greek and European History is well done. 

Natural History and Botany have received very careful study, and the 
admirably drawn illustrations of a very large number of the papers add 
very materially to their value. 

Algebra has not received adequate attention, but Euclid is very fairly 
done. Arithmetic is fairly good and in Classes III. and IV. shows some 
improvement. Dictation has been exceedingly well done.

(too confidently) to their own understanding”, because 
the function of reason is to give logical demonstration (a) of 
mathematical truth, (b) of an initial idea, accepted bv the 
will. In the f° rmer case . reason is an infallible guide, but 
in the latter, it is not always a safe one ; for, whether that 
initial idea be right or wrong, reason will confirm it by 

irrefragable proofs. 


Therefore, children should be taught, as they become mature 
enough to understand such teaching, that the chief respon- 
sibility which rests on them as persons is the acceptance 
or rejection of initial ideas. To help them in this choice 
we give them principles of conduct, and a wide range of the 
knowledge fitted to them. These three principles (15, 16 
and 17) should save children from some of the loose thinking 
and heedless action which cause most of us to live at a lower 
level than we need.

r E the Committee of the Parents’ National Educational 
Union, have once more the joy of feeling that we have 
in every way a year of good work behind us. Not 
only are we confident that most of our members are becoming

out our aims, but we feel that we are becoming more of a power 
in the educational world. Both these results are to no small 
extent due to the fact that Miss Mason has this year republished 
her books and added two more to their number. By the time 
that this report is in the hands of members, four volumes of 
the Home Education Series will be out. The first volume, 
Home Education, is practically a new book ; it now offers, in 
addition to its well-known and valuable chapters on “Character 
Training” and “ Habit Formation,” much help on the teaching 
of school subjects to children up to nine years of age. It also 
contains a useful list of books recommended ior parents and 
childrens reading. The second volume, Parents and Children, 


is only slightly altered from the first edition, but it, like all the 
volumes of the Home Education Series, has an appendix con- 
taining questions for self-examination. These are found to 
a great assistance to the “student,” as compared with the meie 
eader, and we hope all our members will in time becom 
students of these works and enrol themselves on our li st 0 
qualified members.”
